ernor Hanly, who was put in 
posses­ 
sion of the ev idence ag ainst Hecht 
ten days ago. 
Atfer going ov er the 
ev idence with a great deal of cire the 
gov ernor 
instructed 
the Randolph 
county prosecutor to lay all the facts 
before the grand jury. 
The nam e of the P arker 
druggist 
who laid the trap for Hecht is F. B, 
Porter. 
H e acted in the case at the 
request of A lb ert F. b ala of W inches­ 
ter, president of the b oard of phar­ 
macy . 
For som e tim e there had been 
com plaints of ’’crooked work” in con­ 
nection with the procuring of licenses 
from the b oard in some parts of the 
state. 
The m ost of these complaints 
came from southern Indiana. 
Mem­ 
bers of the board sev € *ral wreeks ago 
b ecam e convinced that the 
board's 
questions were being got hold of Ille­ 
gally . It is said that suspicion pointed 
to 
Hecht, 
the 
Evansville 
member. 
Through F. B. P orter, a 
druggist of 
Parker, it is said. President Sala tried 
an experiment. 
P orter w rote a letter to Hecht in 
which he com plained that he had tried 
to pass the b oard’s exam ination, but 
had failed.
